MPC hears 
multi 
residential 


proposal 


The Municipal Planning 
Commission heard a pro- 
posal by Abacus Cities Ltd. 
to build a 76 unit apartment 
building in Ball Estates. The 
development would adjoin 
the St. Albert Inn extended 
parking area and the Mason 
development commercial de- 
velopment, which has been 
approved for that area. 
Ernest Roth, representing 
the developer and Peter 
Dandyk of DCK Partnership 
made the presentation to 
MPC. 

Mr. Roth told the com- 
mission that his company 
had purchased the land from 
Abbey Glen, and that Abacus 
had followed the Ball Estate 
design brief in designing the 
proposed development. He 
stated that Planning Director 
Wayne Gordon had sugges- 
ted they purchase other lots 
in sector five in order to 
develop the area compre- 
hensively, rather than as 
spot development. However, 
after attempts to get together 
with other landowners to 
purchase other lots, Abacus 
met with no success. 

Mr. Dandyk told the com- 
mission the project would 
have a density of 25 units per 
acre, as the site was ideal for 
a medium density project. 
The apartments will be con- 
structed in clusters, in a 
three sided configuration, 
the centre of which will be a 
sheltered amenity area. This 
area would include a play 
area, plantings and shuffle- 
board. Access would be 
gained to the apartments by 
stairs at both the front and 
back of the development, 
with only three apartments 
served by each staircase. Mr. 
Dandyk cited several fire- 
fighting advantages, as there 
are two escapes, and if one 
cluster catches fire, it can be

Council proposes 
resolutions for AUMA 


When its regular meeting 
reconvened last Thursday, 
members of St. Albert city 
council had several proposed 
resolutions for presentation 
to the Alberta Urban Muni- 
cipalities Association. 

Ald. Barry Breadner's first 
proposed resolution dealt 
with funding assistance for 
Preventive Social .Services. 
Mr. Breadner's preamble to 
the resolution suggested that 
the government of Alberta 
had encouraged municipali- 
ties to develop these ser- 
vices, using an 80 percent 
funding assistance formula 
by the province. However, 
the preamble stated that 
recently the provincial gov- 
ernment had simply increas- 
ed its funding assistance 
toward municipal preventive 
social services by a per- 
centage figure applied to the 
total grant paid the pre- 
ceding year. To maintain 
these programs, with in- 
creased costs, the muni- 
cipalities have been forced to 
fund such services at levels 
exceeding 20 percent. Thus, 
the resolution asked that the 
government of Alberta ‘‘re- 
establish its intent to assist 
in the provision of preventive 
social services programs by 
funding approved municipal 
services to the minimum 
extent of 80 percent.’’ The 
motion to support resolution 
carried, 

Mr. Breadner's next pro- 
posed resolution dealt with 
cost sharing arrangements 
for policing services. Mr. 
Breadner's preamble to the 


resolution stated that polic- 
ing is an essential service 
and that costs for this have 
risen dramatically. The pre- 
amble attributed the increase 
in part to changes in federal 
and provincial cost sharing 
arrangements. The state- 
ment pointed out that the 
province had established a 
formula for funding assis- 
tance to maintain police 
service, but said that the 
province had abandoned the 
formula. Instead, the pro- 


vince changed to a system of 
increasing the original grant 
amount by a fixed per- 
centage figure, ‘regardless 
of the actual cost of polic- 
ing.”’ 

Thus, the resolution sug- 
gested that the provincial 
policing grant program be 
fixed to meet a proportion of 
policing costs to ensure an 
adequate standard of polic- 
ing.

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Thomas Jarvie 
dies at 56 years 


Local residents were sadd- 
ened recently at the death of 
Thomas Jarvis, aged 56, of 
47 Gilmore Crescent. He is 
survived by his wife Vera and 
son Thomas Glenn (Tim) at 
home; daughter Mrs. Lynne 
Ronald and baby twin grand- 
daughters Mary Lynne and 
Danielle Marie; his sister 
and brother-in-law, Virginia 
and James R. Moffatt, of 
Edmonton. 

Thomas Jarvis was born at 
Rockyford, Alberta where he 
lived on the Jarvis farm until 
1953. With his wife Vera and 
daughter Lynne, he moved to 
Drumheller, where his son 
Thomas Glenn (Tim) was 
born. In August of 1955, Tom 
and his family moved to 
Edmonton, where Vera be- 
gan teaching with the Ed- 
monton Public School System 
and Tom attended the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, majoring 
in education. He obtained his 
Bachelor of Education de- 
gree in Industrial Arts, and 
throughout the 21 years he 
taught for the Edmonton 
Public School System, he 
preferred to work in the

junior high schools. 

In the month of Sept- 
ember, 1975, he suffered his 
first severe heart attack. 
Recuperating sufficiently to 
undergo open heart surgery 
by members of the *‘Calla- 
ghan’’ team, with surgeon 
Dr. Stearns in May 1976, he 
began teaching again on a 
part-time basis. His final 
illness occurred on June 11, 
when he was taken to the 


emergency unit of the 
Sturgeon General Hospital at 
4:30 a.m. He died during the 
afternoon of June 13, after 
suffering a final severe heart 
attack. 

Tom was an enthusiastic 
amateur geologist, and par- 
ticularly enjoyed searching 
for fossils. He belonged to 
both the Canadian and 
Alberta Hypnosis Societies 
and was an avid reader of 
anything he could find, 
particularly if it concerned 
his hobbies. He was also a 
fine carpenter, his projects 
ranging from intricate wood 
puzzles, inlaid chess boards 
and a beautiful ‘‘hope chest"’ 
for his daughter. He also 
built several kayaks in which 
he and his son Tim explored 
the rivers and lakes for miles 
around. He loved teaching, 
and literally thousands of 
students have passed thr-* 
ough his classrooms over the 
years. 

In his life, Thomas Jarvis 
resembled Chaucer's Scholar 
in ‘Canterbury Tales’’ -- 
“‘Gladly wolde he lerne and 
gladly teche.’"*

connection with the sugges- 
ted 10 p.m. closing of the 
proposed restaurant. The 
developer had said he would 
not be amenable to this. 

Mr. Hermans then re- 
iterated the resident's views 
that the city should buy up 
the land for use as park or 
single family residential. 
However, he said if a 
commercial development 
was accepted, the residents 
would prefer a commercial 
development which kept 9 - 5 
hours, such as a professional 
building. He stated that he 
did not think the present 
proposal viable from a 
business point of view, as it 
would be in competition with 
the Harich Holdings com- 
mercial development on Gr- 
osvenor Boulevard. 

The commission was then 
addressed by Ray Gibbon, 
also a resident of the area. 
He stated there were pre- 
cedents for the city’s pur- 
chase of the land, and cited 
the 1973 purchase of Bridge 
Park and the later purchase 
of the Campbell Industrial 
Park. 

Having said this, Mr. 
Gibbon suggested he had 
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another idea for the pro- 
perty, and asked City Ad- 
ministrator Bob Byron if he 
had brought some docu- 
ments with him that Mr. 
Gibbon had requested. A 
search by Mr. Byron failed to 
turn up the misplaced pap- 
ers, so Mr. Gibbon described 
his idea. He stated he would 
not object to a ‘‘deluxe’’ type 
of high-rise ‘for some of us 
older folks who might not 
want to remain in our 
homes.’

This resolution eventually 
received support of the 
council but Ald. Liesbeth 
Bakker stated she felt there 
should bea bigger burden 
placed on the people for 
these services. 

“They have to learn to pay 
out of their own purses 
rather than the govern- 
ment's,”’ said Mrs. Bakker. 

Ald. Margaret Smith, 
however, said the problem 
lay partly in the fact that the 
provincial government was 
“not recognizing that a basic 
level of service is not being 
provided,"’ 

Mr. Breadner's final re- 
solution dealt with utility 
rebates. The preamble poin- 
ted out the increased costs of 
electrical energy and natural 
gas utility costs, and stated 
there was a need to practice 
energy conservation at all 


levels of government. It 
further stated that ‘‘a great 
deal of the revenue required 
to pay municipal utility bills 
is derived from property 
taxes,’ and that this revenue 
eventually found its way into 
provincial revenues through 
royalties and taxation. Thus 
the resolution suggested that 
existing utility rebates be 
continued and expanded for 
institutions and municipal- 
ities who develop and apply 
sound energy conservation 
programs. 

Mr. Breadner commented 
that although the Heritage 
Trust Fund ‘won't grow as 
fast ‘this way but that 
resources will stay in the 
ground.’’ He added this 
would reduce consumption 
and the property tax. The 
motion to support the resolu- 
tion carried. 

A proposed resolution 
from Ald. Margaret Smith 
also found support from 
council. The resolution sug- 
gested that the AUMA 
request the province to con- 
tribute to municipal sub- 
sidies of ambulance service 
that meets the approved 
standard.

Residents of Evergreen 


Park want an answer 


Over 2,000 people in Ever- 
green Mobile Home Park are 
mightily upset over the 
quality and the quantity of 
their water supply. A series 
of *‘shut-offs on June 11, 12, 
13 and 14 was the final straw 
and a public meeting was 
held June 19 with repre- 
sentatives from the Provin- 
cial Department of Envir- 
onment, the MD Sturgeon, 
owner Joe Sheckter, the 
Energy Resources Conserva- 
tion Board, the media and 
others. 

Subsequently a brief has 
been prepared and copies 
sent to all concerned by the 
Water Problem Committee. 
It will be taken up by MD 
Sturgeon Council at their 
meeting tomorrow. 

The Park is privately 
owned by Mr. Sheckter and 
is being developed in three 
Stages, with 620 units occu- 
pied at present and Phase 3 
presently in progress which 
will bring the park to 750 
homes. 

The danger to health of the 
residents and particularly 
children is a major concern of 
residents, who feel the park 
should not have been allowed 
to develop without safe and 
adequate water supply. They 
are tired of the blame being 
shifted from one authority to 
another. Fire protection is a 
second grave concern. 

The committee is reques- 
ting the assistance of all 
Evergreen residents and 


have raised a number of 
questions in their brief for 
which they want answers 
from the owner, the MD and 
the Provincial Government. 
They have invited represen 
tatives from all involved to a 
further meeting of the park's 
Community Association on 
Wednesday, July S. The 


meeting will begin at 7:30 
p.m. in the community hall 
and the residen’s want the 
answer to one question 
“What must we, as residents 
of Evergreen Mobile Home 
Park do to ensure a res 
sonable quantity and quahiy 
of water supply?”"

National PC President 


The first flush of federal 
election fever spread through 
the Gazette last Friday, when 
the paper was visited by 
Robert Coates, National Pre- 
sident of the Progressive 
Conservative Party. For the 
Nova Scotian Coates, this 
was his first visit to the west. 
He visited St. Albert with 
Pembina MP Peter Elzinga. 

A Gazette staffer managed 
to have a few words with Mr. 
Coates who made it plain 
that the Tories are sounding 
a note of high optimism for 
the next election, whenever 
that event might transpire. 

When asked how the 
Conservatives would fare in 
the upcoming contest, Mr. 
Coates’ response was succ- 
inct and positive: 

**We'll win!" he stated 
flatly. ‘And Trudeau knows 
it.” 

Mr. Coates said he antici- 
pated an October election, 
but remarked that predic- 
tions were uncertain ‘‘when 
the Prime Minister operates 
by the polls. The public is at 
the mercy of the polls!"* 

However, the Conserva- 
tive machine is ready for 
action, according to Mr. 
Coates. Eighty to eighty-five 
percent of PC candidates 
have been elected, including 
a half dozen women can- 
didates. Mr. Coates com- 
mented that the indefinite 
election date made life 
difficult for nominated can- 
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didates, many of whom had 
resigned lucrative posts, only 
to have to play the waiting 
game. In regards to Alberta, 
Mr. Coates said that he had 
met with Premier Lougheed, 
who had assured him all 21 
Conservative candidates 
would make the trip to 
Ottawa, after the election. 
Mr. Coates also had words 
of optimism for Party Leader 
Joe Clark. He predicted that 
Mr. Clark would do ‘‘very 
well’’ in his riding and 
further prophesied that now 
Liberal Jack Horner would 
hold onto the Crowsfoot seat. 


CRITICIZES PROPOSED 
REFORMS 
Mr. Coates had harsh 


words for the proposed 
constitutional reforms re- 
cently put forth by the Prime 
Minister. 

“These show Trudeau at 
his academic worst!"’ he 
said. ‘‘We have lived 111 
years with a constitution, 
which was conceived in 
partnership and good will. 
The only way to work out a 
settlement is with an equal 
approach. The unilateral 
approach of Trudeau en- 
dangers the nation. It smacks 
of the philosopher-king. It's 
confrontation politics." 

Mr. Coates went on to say 
that the proposed House of 
the Federation would be 
impossible to achieve and 
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was ‘‘the work of a dream- 
er.’’ He said he found 
‘nothing wrong with bilin- 
gualism,’’ as Canadians sh- 
ould be able to be ‘‘com- 
fortable in the language of 
their own choice.’’ However, 
he said he thought the 
Official Languages Act was 
“ultra vires’’ as Parliament 
could not act on its own to 
legislate language and cul- 
tural rights. These matters, 
he stated, were beyond gov- 
ernment. 

In response to a question 
regarding the bid by Petro- 
can to buy Husky Oil, Mr. 
Coates was vehement. He 
said the Conservative Party 
was ‘‘committed to putting 
Petrocan out of business."’ 
He added that ‘‘it seems 
strange that they are trying 
to increase their power in the 
private sector. They should- 
n't be there because there is 
another private company in 
competition."’ 

Mr. Coates grew thought- 
ful when asked how a 
Conservative government 
would view the increasing 
infringement on civil liber- 
ties. In regard to the opening 
of mail by the RCMP, he said 
that he was not sure that mail 
openings and wire taps 
achieved that much in the 
battle against organized cr- 
ime. He stated ‘‘we have to 
treat individual freedoms 
with the greatest possible 
care. Only when there is a 
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great threat should anything 
smacking of a police state be 
permitted."’ He said a 
conservative government 
would assist the RCMP as 
much as possible but that 
this would be balanced 
against care for individual 
rights. Mr. Coates cited the 
case of Peter Treu, saying 
**We can't have secret trials. 
If the evidence is there, he 
should be charged with 
treason and tried publicly."’ 

Mr. Coates pointed out 
that during the October 
Crisis, 600 people had been 
jailed under the War Meas- 
ures Act, without trial.

Are you suggesting that laws 
which apply to you and |, should not also apply 
to developers? You also claim that large firms 
are more knowledgable than small firms as to 
development procedures.

Children's summer holi- 
days -- idyllic adventure or 
double time in front of the 
tube? By reviving an old 
tradition, the St. Albert 
Community Services Depart- 
ment is making a bid to 
ensure that local children 
shake off their television 
torpor and have some more 
dynamic fun this summer. 
Reminiscent of Elizabethan 
times, a travelling troupe of 
performers will visit the 
city's playgrounds and han- 
dicapped children, bringing 
their playlets, dances, songs 
and other antics for the 
youngsters’ entertainment. 

The troupe, to be known as 
Les Amis, will be funded by a 
grant from the Secretary of 
State, Student Community 
grant application was made 
by Le Cercle Francophone of 
St. Albert, and the program 
will be administered with the 
co-operation of the city. 
This is a pilot project for the 
federal program, which nor- 
mally doesn't fund groups of 
more than three members. 
The federal people have ex- 
pressed enthusiasm and in- 
terest in the local program, 
as itis a unique concept.

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CONCRETE RAILROAD 
TIES COMPETE WITH 
wooD 


The U.S. Department of 
Transport is following rail- 
road practices in Canada, 
Japan, Europe, South Africa 
and other countries in de- 
ciding to manufacture more 
than one million crossties for 
part of the high-speed pass- 
enger system from Wash- 
ington to Boston in the 
Northeast Corridor. Bert 
Colley, manager of transpor- 
tation development for Port- 
land Cement, states that for 
high-speed movement con- 
crete is needed. With speeds 
of 125 miles an hour or more, 
concrete does a better job of 
holding track ‘‘gauge"’ - the 
exact distance between two 
rails, he explained. Those 
favouring wooden ties say it 
is a matter of economics, 
pointing out that wooden ties 
cost about $34 each, com- 
pared with $60 each for 
concrete. Howeyer a report 
done for the DOT says that 
about 25 percent fewer 
concrete ties are needed in a 
mile of track. 

Actual use in Canada 
shows that concrete ties can 
be expected to last an 
average of 50 years, com- 
pared with 24 years for wood 
ties. On the other hand 
experience has shown that 
there is more damage to 
concrete ties in a derailment. 
To this the concrete ad- 
vocates point out that chance 
of derailment is reduced with 
concrete ties. Thus the 
controversy continues and it 
would appear both wood and 
concrete will be in use for 
some time to come. 


SOME IMPROVEMENT 
IN THE ECONOMIC 
OUTLOOK 


The Bank of Montreal 
Business Review for April 
notes that negotiated wage 
settlements continue to mo- 
derate. In the final quarter of 
1977 base wage rate in- 
creases were running at 
7.4%, and for the year asa 
whole they averaged 7,7%, 
the lowest rate recorded in 
the 70s. Strike performance 
also improved dramatically 
last year. In 1977 3.4 million 
man/days were lost in work 
stoppages, down from a 
whopping 11.6 million in 
1976, 

The Review says the 
pattern begun five years ago 
when the Alberta economy 
began to exceed that of the 
country as a whole seems 
likely to continue through 
1978. Even if oil ‘and gas 
production does not increase, 
higher prices for these 
products are expected to 
raise the value of the output 
by up to 20 percent. Alberta 
agriculture is also reported 
as improving with slightly 
higher wheat prices and the 
fact that both Russia and 
China had relatively poor 
crops in 1977 and have been 
heavy purchasers, helping to 
reduce high grain stocks. 


Beef prices should be on a 
rising trend and the bank's 
forecast is for a moderate 
rise in gross farm receipts in 
1978. 


TRUCKING FIRMS 
WORRIED ABOUT 
EQUAL-VALUE PAY 


Canada and New Zealand 
are the only countries so far 
to introduce the ‘‘equal 
value’’ concept into pay 
scales, (as opposed to equal 
pay for equal work) and this 
country's truckers are fearful 
that their costs will be 
seriously inflated by the 
planned legislation. The plan 
could force trucking firms to 
pay female clerical workers 
almost as much as they pay 
unionized drivers. 

Kenneth LavLaren of Ott- 
awa, director of the Canadian 
Trucking Association which 
has 3,000 members points 
out that this law would cut 
into long-established rela- 
tionships between various 
groups of employees in the 
industry, and that is what is 
scaring the Association. 

Truckers, under Teamster 
Union contracts, earn salar- 
ies of up to $30,000. Under 
the ‘‘equal value’’ concept 
employee pay scales are to 
be set on the basis of points 
awarded for education, skills 
and experience. With their 


often higher education fe- ° 


male clerical workers would 
possibly obtain almost as 
many points as the truckers. 
At present trucking com- 
panies pay clerical and 
secretarial staff the going 
rates in the centre in which 
they are employed. The 
points system however could 
force the companies to grant 
substantial raises to female 
employees, and the compan- 
ies say they cannot afford it 
under present economic con- 
ditions. Many of the trucking 
companies are small unso- 
phisticated operations. 


HOUSING STARTS 
SLOWING IN CANADA 


Housing starts is one 
economic indicator that may 
be coming to the end of a 
long run as a star performer 
in Canada, according to the 
Bank of Montreal Business 
Review for June. The ann- 
ualized level fell sharply in 
April to 206,000 after rea- 
ching an all-time record in 
the first quarter of 1978 of 
306,900 units. 

The seasonally adjusted 
index of industrial produc- 
tion remained unchanged in 
March, finishing a poor 
quarter in which the index 
rose by only 0.3% annual- 
ized. Retail sales also slowed 
in March from a 2.5% rise in 
February to only 0.6% 
increase in March. 

The Review also says that 
one of the most noteworthy 
phenomena in the western 
industrialized world in recent 
years has been a general 
slump in capital spending. 
No surge is expected this 
year and in Canada the 
recent survey of the inten- 
tions of businessmen in- 
dicated a gain of only 5.8% 
for this year. Making allow- 
ance for price increases this 
would imply a decline in real 
terms said the Review. 
However the report looks for 
an expansion of capital 
spending in the early 1980'2. 
If recovery abroad takes 
place and inflation is down to 
more reasonable levels, con- 


fidence could begin to 
return. 
In the United States 


attention is again being 
focussed on inflation. In the 
first quarter of 1978 con- 
sumer prices rose at an 
annualized rate of 9.3%, and 
more inflationary pressures 
are indicated in the months 
to come, according to the 
Review. The possibility of a 
downturn looms on the 
horizon, but not in the very 
near future, says the Review.

“Exercise break” 
comes to St. Albert 


O.K. folks; let's get those 
muscles stretched and joints 
limbered. 

The ‘Digger Jig’ and the 
‘Honky Tonk Shuffle’ have 
invaded classrooms through- 
out St. Albert and if 
projections prove correct will 
soon be in business esta- 
blishments in the comm- 
unity. 

It’s not a new idea. It’s 
been around Europe since 
the '30s. A short exercise 
break eases employee stres- 
ses and strains which result 
from monotonous, stereo- 
typed work patterns. Or, in 
the case of students, imp- 
roves concentration and en- 
thusiasm during class. 

**Exercise Break’’, a tag 
put on the program by the 
Federal Government, is be- 
ing introduced to St, Albert 
by Lynn Burrough, a U of A 
phys-ed graduate. Lynn and 
regional co-ordinator Greg 
Rodeback demonstrated the 
program to the Gazette at 
Father Jan School last week. 
If the response shown by 
Mrs. Sleczka’s grade three 
class is any indication of the 
program's popularity the 
future for ‘‘exercise break" 
is indeed bright. 

Lynn has visited most of 
the schools in St. Albert to 


explain the program and will 
soon be in contact with 
various businesses. The aim 
of the program is to make 
people aware of physical fit- 
ness. 

It won't replace the full 
fitness workout. It won't 
improve your strength. It will 
improve your circulation, 
relax tense muscles and 
make you feel much better all 
over. 

In a few words, the exer- 
cise break is a six to seven 
minute series of light exer- 
cises that are performed to 
music in an office, a class- 
room, a conference hall or 
even at home, without the 
necessity of special clothing 
or equipment. It provides a 
short interlude of active 
relaxation or movement in- 
tended to stimulate circula- 
tion, improve posture, relax 
muscles and counteract 
boredom and fatigue. One of 
its most interesting aspects 
is that anyone, regardless of 
age, sex, or fitness level, can 
participate, 

The underlying purpose of 
the exercise break is to

There’s lots of it 


Energy from hot water 
under western plains? 


Geothermal energy under 
Canada’s western plains is a 
resource 360 times larger 
than known Canadian gas 
reserves, but it has not been 
determined whether this 
energy source can be tapped 
economically. 

Many problems must be 
solved before natural waters 
can heat our homes at the 
turn of a valve in Western 
Canada, 

It is known that the energy 
rich rocks underneath the 
plains contain geothermal 
energy - natural heat in rocks 
at depths of 1500m and more 
below the surface. 

One important question 
says H. A, Gorrell, director 
and manager of Geological 
Research for Sproule As- 
sociates, a Calgary consult- 
ing firm, is whether it can it 
, will be economical to tap this 
energy. 

The heat trapped in 
Western Canada is not like 
the usual concept, with gey- 
sers, clouds of high tem- 
perature steam, and whirling 
turbines producing  electri- 
city. 

Rather it is at lower 
temperatures, in the range of 
50°C to perhaps 200°C, and 
can be extracted from the 
earth for direct use, by 
pumping up water from 
porous containing rocks of 
about the same temperature. 

Such relatively low tem- 
perature water is being 
produced and used in many 
ways in several parts of the 
world; including heating 
pools for raising crocodiles 
and alligators in Japan, and 
several large apartment and 
office complexes in France. 


REGINA UNIVERSITY 
DOING STUDIES 


Canada has no commercial 
applications yet, but the 
University of Regina has 
made a study of geological 
conditions beneath the Re- 
gina area. Plans provide for 
drilling a well to heat a large 
university building - the first 
major use of geothermal 
energy in Canada. 

Studies to date have 
involved analysis of the large 
amount of pertinent in- 
formation available from oil 
and gas drilling. They show 
that very large quantities of 
water at suitable tempera- 
tures do exist in the 
sedimentary basins of West- 
ern Canada (Western Al- 
berta, Northeastern B.C, and 
Southern Saskatchewan). 

Dr. Alan Jessop, head of 
EMR's Geothermal Studies 
Group has estimated the 
total energy in western 
Canada formation waters 
having temperatures above 
50 degrees centigrade and 
compared the figures with 
proven plus probable mar- 
ketable gas reserves in 


Canada. This study leads L. > 


W. Vigrass of the University 
of Regina Energy Research 
Unit to estimate that poten- 
tial geothermal energy is 
about 360 times as large as 
known Canadian reserves, 
To bring the heat to the 
surface economically invol- 
ves production of water from 
porous and permeable in- 
tervals found in most sedi- 
mentary rocks. Effective 
porosity is found in sand- 


stone and carbonate rocks 
and there must also be a 
good permeability or conn- 
ection between the individual 
poor spaces. Natural frac- 
tures increase pereability 
and it may often be increased 
by artificially fracturing sur- 
rounding rock. 

Calculations have been 
done to indicate roughly from 
present data the heat that 
might be expected from a 
single well. They show that 
one well could produce heat 
equivalent to 42,000 barrels 
of oil a year, or 115 barrels 
per day. 


BUT MANY PROBLEMS 


In most deep sedimentary 
basins the water within the 
porous rocks is highly saline 
and Mr. Gorrell states this is 
certainly true in Western 
Canada, where slinities ran- 
ge as high as 200,000 parts 
per million dissolved solids. 
This compares to normal sea 
water with 35,000 parts. 

The high salinity means 
that salts may precipitate 
during the production and 
cooling phases of the opera- 
tion, and could cause severe 
problems in handling. Al- 
ternatively, the waters may 


corrode normal steel, and, 


require special and expen- 
sive production and handling 
equipment. 

The water must also be 
safely disposed of to prevent 
surface contamination. Since 
all the water must be 
disposed of, each producing 
well requires at least one 
companion disposal well, 
The costs of water disposal 
will have a strong bearing on 
the economics of any energy 
recovery operation. 

Areas favourable for hot 
water production will have to 
be explored as with gas and 
oil. Hot water cannot be 
transported for more than 
short distances without sev- 
ere heat loss, especially in 
the Canadian climate. 

While no detailed studies 
of the costs have been 
carried out, a feasibility 
study prepared by the Uni- 
versity of Regina indicates 
that economics of a low - 
grade geothermal system 
are, or soon will be, favour- 
able under some conditions. 

Continuing depletion of 
other energy will certainly 
increase the attractiveness of 
low-temperature geothermal 
resources in the future, and 
Mr. Gorrell believes more 
studies are justified.

School terms have 
remained the same 


Alberta’s school terms are 
approximately the same as in 
other Canadian provinces 
and remain generally un- 
changed even though auth- 
ority to set terms was shifted 
from the province to local 
school boards in 1970. These 
are the major findings of the 
School Year/School Day Stu- 
dy, conducted by a Uni- 
versity of Calgary team of 


educators for Alberta Ed- 
ucation, and released re- 
cently by Education Mini- 
ster, Julian Koziak. 

The study investigated 
school year/school day con- 
cerns in Alberta and Canada 
by reviewing relevant legis- 
lation and literature, by 
comparing data from the 
1969-70 and 1975-76 school 
years, and by soliciting data

On the average, Alberta 
schools were found to offer 
190 days of instruction in the 
1975-76 school year. This is 
1.5 fewer than they offered in 
1969-70. The average am. 
ount of instructional time in 
the school day for both 
1969-70 and 1975-76 school 
years was five hours. Both 
were found to be consistent 
with the requirements in 
other Canadian provinces, ~ 

While some variations in 
the length of the instruc. 
tional day and year were 
noted among the three levels 
of elementary, junior and 
senior high, these variations 
were consistent between the 
two school years studied, 
This finding indicated that 
the shift to local school board 
authority for setting school 
terms in 1970 has had little 
operational impact. 

Questionnaire and _inter- 
view respondents indicated 
general satisfaction with the 
present length of the school 
year and daily instructional 
time. There was a general 
desire to retain the tra- 
ditional July/August sum- 
mer vacation period. Most 
respondents preferred to 
have decisions related to the 
school year and school day 
continue to be made at the 
school board level of opera- 
tion. 

The School Year/School 
Day Study was conducted 
under the supervision of a 
steering committee compos- 
ed of representatives of the 
Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, Alberta Federation of 
Home and School Associa- 
tion, Alberta School Trus- 
tees’ Association, Canadian 
Association of School Super- 
intendents and the provincial 
Department of Education.

Getting into 


hi-fi... 


for everyone 


With Simon 

This week, we will discuss 

getting into hi-fi and how to 
stop for your first system. 

First, the definition of the 

term ‘‘hi-fi'’! This means 


high fidelity, and it is the 
characteristic which enables 
a system to reproduce sound 
as nearly like the original as 
possible. 


We've all listened to music 
through system or 
another .. . radio receivers, 
record players, tape record- 
ers and audio video repro- 
ducers (TV). To some extent, 
we have been impressed by 
what we heard, and as the 
experts say, it takes some 
time to develop golden ears. 

After a while comes the 
time that you really want to 
hear a true reproduction of 
sound and without further 
ado, you get into hi-fi. It is a 
very expensive and reward- 
ing hobby, but you do not 
have to spend a fortune to 
own a decent system. 

Of course, you as the 
listener will have to make 
certain decisions about your 
listening habits. It is gen- 
erally agreed that there are 
three sources of sound for 
the hi-fi nut: (a) records; (b) 
pre-recorded or self-recorded 
tapes; (c) radio. Of the three 
choices, the collection of 
records is the most popular, 
and possibly the oldest. 

In the past, records came 
in 78s (they revolve at 78 
rounds per minute). They 
were basically mono (single 


one 


source), and were very fra 
gile. Remember the old 
grammophones? 

Then came stereo (dual 
source), and with it better 
fidelity, longer playing re- 
cords, and records that turn 
at 16, 33 and 45 rpm. 
However, the 16 rpm discs 
are no longer generally on 
sale. 

Tapes, in the form of reels, 
cassettes and, recently, L-- 
cassettes, are not as new as 
people think. Recorders us- 
ing wire (Webco) were used 
many years ago, but blank 
tapes using plastic bases 
were captured in Germany 
during the last war, and they 
have been popular since 
then. While the cassettes 
offer convenience and port- 
ability, it is also limited in 
dynamic range, hence the 
use of open reel recorders for 
critical audio work. 

Radio stations broadcast 
news, music, drama and talk 
shows for the benefit of the 
listening public. FM radio is 
considered cleaner than AM, 
and recently, certain FM 
stations are broadcasting 
Dolby encoded signals, es- 


pecially for the enhancement 
of music 

Now, after you've decided 
what your source of listening 
material will be, it is time to 
go window shopping. You 
will be shopping for a 
transcription deck (record 
player), an integrated am- 
plifier (pre and power amp in 
the same unit), and a pair of 
loudspeakers. You will also 
need a few records. 

While it is considered 
excellent to buy separates, 
i.e., tuner, amplifier, pre- 
amp., turntable, etc., some 
people with limited cash or 
space might look into re- 
ceivers (tuner-integrated 
amp in the same unit), or 
music systems which en- 
compass everything includ- 
ing a cassette deck. 

We will look into the 
advantages of a separates 
system. 

(a) The functions of each 
unit are optimized for the 
best possible performance. 

(b) There is versatility. 

(c) A broken down source 
of sound (for example, the 
tuner, or record player) will 
not cause entire shutdown of 


the system. 
There 


are also sever; 
corresponding disadvanta 
es: 
(a) It is expensive 
(b) It takes time to detec 
the source of trouble. 
(c) It takes a lot of space, 


and consumes a lot of power 

While a music centre is 
more economical and space 
saving, it is not as well made 
as separate units, certain 
sacrifices in quality have to 
be made for quantity. Se- 
condly, a breakdown in any 
of the integral parts even- 
tually shuts the whole system 
down. 

However, with careful 
shopping and careful hand- 
ling it is possible to own any 
of either system without the 
accompanying hassles. Th- 
ere is a lot of good equipment 
on the market, but I will 
make several suggestions:

Foreign students in Canada 


The need 
for changes

Development Directions 
CIDA’s reduction of the 
number of foreign students 
from developing countries it 
sponsors to study in Canada 
is ‘‘deplorable,’’ in the 
opinion of Dr. Arnold Smith, 
former Secretary General of 
the Commonwealth, and now 
President of the Canadian 
Bureau for International Ed- 
ucation (CBIE), 

The CBIE, a resource 
centre for educational in- 
Stitutions, organizations and 
individuals concerned with 
international education with- 
in Canada and abroad, held 
its annual conference in 
Toronto in January, and 120 
educators, administrators, 
government officials, diplo- 
mats, and students gathered 
to discuss the issues surr- 
ounding the education of 
foreign students in Canada. 

Speaking at the con- 
ference, Dr. Smith noted that 
training foreign students is a 
“privilege’’ for Canada and 
an important contribution to 
international development. 
He called CIDA’s new policy 
an example of ‘regrettable 
short-sightedness."’

He conceded, however, 
that the measures were the 
result of limitations on goy- 
ernment spending imposed 
by Treasury Board. Lewis 
Perinbam, vice-president of 
special programs at CIDA, 
agreed that this was indeed 
the case, but that the issue 
should be re-examined. He 
suggested that the CBIE go 
before a Parliamentary Co- 
mmittee to inform legislators 
of the problem. 

Mr. Perinbam also noted 
that while numbers of Third 
World students coming to 
Canada had been decreased, 
CIDA was sponsoring more 
students in regional insti- 
tutions near their home- 
lands.

Dr. Smith stated that there 
should be plenty of room for 
both the education of Third 
World students in Canada 
and third-country training. 
‘*The numbers needing tr- 
aining are great,"’ he said.

Mr. Clarence Kambeitz, 
principal of St. Albert High 
School appeared before the 
Catholic School Board Mon- 
day to discuss with trustees 
problems arising through 
student parking. 

Mr. Kambeitz said the 
students with the cars were a 
peer group which ‘set the 
pace’ for other students. On 
site parking was conducive to 
lates, absenteeism, alcohol- 
ism and a_ lackadaisical 
performance among students 
involved. He said these 
factors contributed to a loss 
in control of the school 
environment. The problem 
was not only affecting the 
owners of the cars but also 
students who hung around 
with them, 

Mr. Kambeitz met with 
District Superintendent Bill 
Zielinski and Secretary-Tr- 
easurer Ted Baldwin June 21 
to discuss the situation. They 
concluded at this meeting 
that the parking in the lot be 
permitted for parents and 
district employees only and 
that with the co-operation of 
the Student Union criteria be 
developed and prioities be 
set on a permit basis for 
parking of student vehicles. 
They felt that student in- 
volvement would encourage 
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a self-policing concept. 

Mr. Kambeitz said he 
wasn't able to control the 
situation by word-of-mouth. 
He was being challenged by 
the offenders and was frus- 
trated by his lack of authority 
to police the parking lot. 
Earlier this year he laid a 
charge of attempted hit and 
run when a student from 
another school nearly ran 
him down in the parking lot. 

He said that even with a 
loss of students the number 
of student cars had not 
decreased. 

Trustee Ken Porter like 
the idea of letting only 
teachers and parents park on 
the lot but Trustee Jerry 
Manegre felt students park- 
ing on surrounding residen- 
tial streets would only be 
shifting the burden from the 
school board to the suri 
ounding community. Trustec 
Manegre did agree tha 
students should be issued 
some form of permit. 

All parties concerned 
wanted the problem solved 
before the fall and Trustee 
Porter moved that District 3 
administration develop a 
policy on parking at the high 
school and bring it before the 
Board in time for fall 
implementation.

constant adjustment - caring, 
listening, the giving of one’s 
self, mending and patching 
as it were.

The police are con- 
cerned with the fact that 48 
percent of all Alberta drown- 
ings investigated in 1977 
involved small vessels. 


CANADA SHIPPING ACT 
SECTION 


How large a motor should 
you put on your boat? Can I 
get two more passengers in if 
they sit on the floor? Does 
this constitute an offence? 

Every vessel 16’ and under 
with a motor over 10 h.p. 
must have a horsepower 
capacity plate. The applica- 
tion forms are available for 
$1 from the customs office. 
The issued plate gives the 
recommended maximum 
horsepower for that boat and 
also the maximum weight it 
can carry. 

This is a guide only and 
should these be exceeded, it 
may not constitute an offence 
unless the vessel is so greatly 
overpowered or overloaded 
that the movement of the 
vessel is considered danger- 
ous.

The undoubted highlight of the 
ceremonies which marked the official 
opening of Spruce View Manor, held June 
21st in Gibbons, was the delightful talk 
given by Aurore Lamoureux, a resident of 
the Lodge and long-time member of the 
Gibbons community, This charming lady 
proved an excellent speaker and captured 
the full attention of her audience with her 
well thought out remarks which the 
Gazette decided to print in full as a 
permanent record for our readers. 


It is indeed a great honour for me to 
represent the people of Spruce View Manor 
this afternoon. Probably I was chosen 
because of my residence in this community 
since the age of two, which of course goes 
back to longer than most of you can 
remember. My husband Steve is also an 
oldtimer as he was born only 1% miles 
from here. We both went to schools around 
here but few remember their names as 
they have long been closed. 

The Town of Gibbons, one of the oldest 
around here was named after a family of 
that name who came from Lincolnshire, 
England. Wm. Reynolds Gibbons and his 
family arrived in Alberta in 1891, lived a 
year in Edmonton, spent somé time on a 
farm at Sunnyside, later filed on a 
homestead close to our town, and moved 
into their new home on July 21, 1895S. The 
first house still stands. Three houses have 
been built since then and five generations 
have made their home there. Six great, 
great grandchildren love to come and enjoy 
the pioneer site near the Sturgeon River. 
Only one son, Robert, of the original family 
lives in the city and at 91 is still very 
mentally alert and gave me the information 
required. 

The site on which our lodge is located 
was originally the homestead of Charles 
Brumfit, who came from Folkstone, 
England for reasons of health and arrived 
at Calgary in 1891 at the age of 18. He 
worked there for sometime as a cowboy. 
Later he came to this district and filed on 
his homestead where he lived for over 70 
years. He retired in Gibbons and then later 
in the city where he died at the age of 102 
years and nine months. He was involved in 
the founding of the present Anglican 
Parish and remained all his life a strong 
pillar of the church, There are five children 
survive him. Mrs. Oliver is one who resides 

here. 

After a wait of seven years our dreams of 
a Senior Citizens Home has finally been 
realized. Many of those who signed for it 
have either passed away or are in nursing 
homes. ; : 

The achievement of this project is very 
much due to the efforts of the past and 
present council, who overcame many 
problems with our new lodge as their goal.

Bon Accord park workers, 
more than meets the eye 


An industrious group of 
people were hard at work 
beside the Bon Accord Arena 
on Thursday, June 15 putting 
up backstop screening for the 
new ball diamond, setting up 
guard rails around the 
parking lot, painting benches 
and assorted other tasks. The 
six workers: Elaine Hammer, 
Ron Herd, Louis Nielson, 
Dennis Lamy, Archie Sch- 
nider and Chairman Peter 
Guglich, were not your 
average community minded 
volunteer workers. In fact, 
they are all employees at the 
Redwater Fertilizer Plant. 

Peter Guglich, a resident 
of Redwater, is in charge of 
the crew and gave Gazette 
reporter Bob Coles the low 
down. He pointed out that 
the plant has established 
four safety committees, whi- 
ch are totally autonomous 
and each are given a budget 
for the sole purpose of 
promoting safety. ‘‘One of 
the biggest concerns,’’ Mr. 
Guglich said, ‘‘is one of 
safety off the job. For this 
reason, we have come to Bon 
Accord to help make this 
recreation area a safer, more 
accident-proof facility."’ 

Back at the plant, Mr. 
Jerry Lydsam, who co-or- 
dinates the four committees, 
told the Gazette that two 
years ago there were 39 
cases of employee lost time 
due to injuries off the job. 
This amount dropped to 15 
instances last year, and so 
far this year only five such 
reported lost times, Mr, 
Lydsam pointed out that 


these facts demonstrated the 
success of the committees. 

The entire scheme got 
underway a little over a year 
ago, with a safety slogan 
contest. The contest was in 
the direction of, ‘‘What can 
you do off the job to make 
your every day life safer?’’ 
The children of the employ- 
ees were encouraged to get 
involved and prizes included 
items such as fire extin- 
guishers and smoke detec- 
tors. 

Another part of the pro- 


gram involved the families of 
the plant workers, who were 
given the opportunity to 
attend defensive driving 
courses. A total of 143 people 
participated last April under 
the plant's own instructors, 
Terry Noble, Stan Dodds and 
Harold Long. More of these 
courses are planned this fall 
and Mr. Lydsam says that 
the objective is to have 100 
percent participation.

Another area that these 
committees are interested in 
is regarding sporting ac- 
tivities.
